m  REPORT  OF  BLOOMFIELD  TOWNSHIP  COMMITTEE . 


REPORT  OF  POLICE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  after  long  delay  have  established  the  Police  station 
and  Lock-up  on  Conger  street  on  property  leased  from  Mr.  G.  Lee  Stout. 
The  lease  being  for  the  nominal  consideration  of$i.oo,  subject  to  removal 
in  case  of  sale  of  the  property.  The  building  for  station  was  erected  at 
at  a  cost  of  $500,00.  The  steel  cells  were  made  by  contract  and  with  the 
cement  floors  cost  about  $400.00.  This  would,  with  the  building,  make 
$900.00  worth  of  property,  which  although  located  011  leased  ground,  be 
available  and  quite  readily  moved  in  case  of  necessity.  There  has  been 
spent  about  $200.00  for  plumbing,  city  water,  cesspools,  sidewalks,  and 
flagging,  which  in  case  of  removal  would  be  a  total  loss.  This,  with 
about  $250.00,  spent  for  the  addition  built  for  the  town  store  for  the  use 
of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  would  make  $1350.00  invested.  Of  this  $t  ,  100. 
has  been  charged  to  police  account.  This  left  a  very  small  amount  to 
carry  the  expenses  of  police  through  the  balance  of  year.  There  has 
been  three  officers  on  duty  permanently  since  the  1st  of  October  last 
16  hours  each  day;  8  hours  of  which  is  at  station,  and  8  on  the  street  one 
officer  has  been  as  a  special  Saturday  nights  and  Sundays.  There  is  also 
a  special  officer  who  is  paid  by  subscription  by  the  residents  of  a  part  of 
Glen  Ridge.  This,  although  entirely  inadequant,  has  accomplished  con¬ 
siderable. 

The  station  has  been  kept  open  day  and  night  with  an  officer  always 
in  charge,  unless  called  for  an  emergency.  There  has  been  since  Octo¬ 
ber  1st,  53  arrests;  14  of  which  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Jail  for  terms 
of  from  thirty  days  to  six  months  by  the  Police  Justice;  Three  cases  bound 
over  to  await  the  action  of  the  Grand  Jury.  The  balance  were  disposed 
of  by  the  Justice  with  light  flues  or  discharges.  There  has  been  since 
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October  rst  sixty  persons  furnished  with  lodging  for  the  ni-dit  They

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Our  water  supply  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year 
by  connecting  the  pumping-station  with  the  fire-alarm  system,  thereby 
notifying  them  of  a  fire  the  same  moment  it  is  struck  on  the  large  bell, 
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and  we  are  thereby  enabled  to  have  a  good  fire  pressure  when  the 
department  arrives.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  fire  pressure  we 
have  been  getting  in  all  parts  of  the  town  since  the  above  improvement 
with  the  exception  of  the  Glen  Ridge  section  which  is  not  what  it.  ought 
to  be,  and  in  fact  is  very  poorly  protected  against  fire,  as  the  water 
pressure  in  that  section  is  very  poor. 

During  the  past  year  Phoenix  Hose  Co.  has  been  moved  from 
Bloomfield  avenue  to  Dodd’s  Building  on  Glenwood  avenue,  and  a  set 
of  swinging  harness  purchased  whereby  they  are  able  to  secure  a  horse 
in  case  of  fire,  and  it  has  been  a  move  in  the  right  direction  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Department. 

The  fire-alarm  system  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  during  the 
year;  where  limbs  and  branches  of  trees  touched  the  wires  they  have 
been  removed,  the  battery  room  has  also  undergone  a  complete  over" 
hauling,  the  addition  of  the  two  circuit  and  switch-boards  to  the  system 
has  been  a  great  improvement,  as  in  the  case  of  a  broken  wire  it  does 
not  throw  the  whole  system  out  of  order,  but  only  the  boxes  on  the 
circuit  with  the  broken  wire,  thereby  leaving  half  of  our  system  in 
working  order.  The  alarm  system  is  in  first-class  condition,  with  one 
exception,  and  that  is  all  wires  should  be  taken  off  trees  and  put  011 
poles;  we  will  have  more  or  less  trouble  until  this  is  done. 

The  purchase  of  a  Siamese  connection  whereby  one  stream  can  be 
divided  into  two  has  been  a  good  addition  to  the  Department. 

The  fire  whistle  has  been  removed  during  the  year  from  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Paper  Mills  to  Hayden’s  Brass  Rolling  Mills  on  account  of  the 
former  suspending  operations. 

R  ECOM  M  END  AT  I ONS. 

I  would  call  your  honorable  body’s  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
time  has  come  when  this  town  should  own  its  fire  houses,  appara¬ 
tus,  bell,  and  tower,  and  also  a  hose-drying  tower,  which  is  very  essen¬ 
tial.  The  money  spent  for  rent  and  improvements  on  buildings  now 
leased  by  the  town  is  every  year  costing  a  large  sum,  which  conies  out 
of  the  fire  appropriation,  more  in  fact  then  the  interest  on  the  cost  of 
land  and  buildings  if  erected  by  the  town,  and  I  would  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  that  your  honorable  body  bring  this  matter  before  the  citizens. 

We  will  probably  need  about  500  feet  of  new  hose  during  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

I  would  recommend  the  placing  of  six  new  fire-alarm  boxes  at  or 
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near  the  following  locations: 

Myrtle  avenue  and  Prospect  street. 

Maolis  and  Ridgewood  avenues. 

Mao] is  and  Midland  avenues. 

Osborn  street  and  Ridgewood  avenue. 

Park  avenue  and  State  street. 

Ridgewood  avenue  and  Appleton  Place. 

T  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  about  15  more 
hydrants  to  be  placed  between  hydrants  which  arc  too  far  apart  at  the 
present  time. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  general  lire  purposes 
for  the  coming  year  be  $3,cxx->,  and  for  new  fire-alarm  boxes,  poles,  wires, 
work,  etc.,  be  $Soo. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this,  my  first  annual  report  of  the  Bloomfield  Fire 
Department,  T  wish  to  extend  to  your  honorable  body  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  while  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties.  Your  willingness  at  all  times  to  aid  us  has  been  very  gratifying 
to  me,  and  should  be  appreciated  by  all  citizens  interested  in  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  our  Department. 

I  also  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  my  assistants,  the  superintendent 
of  fire  alarm,  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  several  companies 
for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizen*  of  the  Township  of  Bloomfield: 

About  two  and  one-half  years  ago  a  contract  was  made  with  the 
city  of  Orange  for  the  joint  use  of  an  outlet  sewer  to  the  Passaic  River, 
to  be  constructed  by  the  city  of  Orange.  Citizens  are  generally  familiar 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  that  agreement  and  it  is  believed  the 
majority  approve  the  action  of  the  Township  Committee  of  that  year  in 
making  it. 

The  outlet  sewer  is  now  complete  and  pronounced  ready  for  use  by 
the  Engineer  of  the  city  of  Orange,  Prof.  Carroll  Ph.  Bassett.  The 
final  bills  have  been  presented  to  the  township,  showing  the  total  cost 
to  Bloomfield  a  trifle  less  than  $54,000  00.  While  this  is  a  considerable 
amount  more  than  it  was  first  estimated  it  would  cost  our  township,  yet 
if  such  an  agreement  had  not  been  entered  into  it  would  no  doubt  have 
been  a  great  many  years  before  Bloomfield  alone  could  have  afforded  to 
build  an  independent  outlet  to  tide-water. 

During  the  past  year  a  contract  has  been  made  with  Montclair  for 
the  joint  use  of  their  outlet  sewer  through  Washington  Avenue  and 
Franklin  Street  at  a  cost  to  the  township  of  $4,000,  and  the  actual  cost 
of  tlie“Y”  branches  and  risers  for  house  connections.  This  sewer  will  not 
only  be  used  as  our  outlet  to  the  main  outlet  sewer  but  will  be  used  by 
the  property-owners  and  residents  on  the  above  mentioned  streets  in 
place  of  separate  lateral  sewers,  they  being  assessed  benefits  for  such 
rights  on  the  completion  of  the  sewer  by  Montclair  and  its  acceptance 
by  Bloomfield. 

The  necessity  for  lateral  sewers  is  seen  especially  in  Glen  Ridge  * 
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where  on  Douglas  Road  the  citizens  have  been  before  the  Township 
Committee  urging  them  to  at  once  begin  the  laying  of  a  sewer  in  that 
street,  and  the  committee,  at  the  meeting  held  on  March  19,  ordered 
the  Counsel  to  draw  an  ordinance  for  the  laying  of  lateral  sewers  in 
Douglas  Road  and  Lincoln  Street,  they  being  the  only  sewers  that  can 
drain  into  the  Montclair  outlet  at  the  junction  of  Washington  Avenue 
and  Douglas  Road. 

The  laying  of  other  lateral  sewers  throughout  our  township  in  the 
near  future  is  one  almost  of  necessity  for  several  reasons.  It  has  been 
seen  how  Montgomery  and  Washington  Avenues  and  l*rauk  1  in  Street 
have  been  torn  up  and  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  hard  road  swept 
away,  this  will  still  be  the  case  if  we  go  on  building  hard  roads  be¬ 
fore  we  put  in  sewers.  No  more  hard  roads  should  be  built  in  the 
more  thickly  settled  portions  of  our  town  until  they  are  sewered. 

The  cost  of  ordinary  lateral  sewers,  such  as  are  put  down  in  the 
Oranges  and  Montclair,  is  about  £1.00  a  foot,  half  chargeable  to  each  side 
of  the  street  or  avenue.  Following  will  be  found  a  copy  of  our  Town¬ 
ship  Counsel’s  opinion  on  the  question  of  local  sewers:

Bloomfield ,  N.  J  : 

Dkar  Sik  :  In  compliance  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  upon 
die  laws  relating  to  the  construction  of  sewers  in  the  township  of 
Bloomfield,  I  would  respectfully  report,  that  the  Act  of  March  4,  1884, 
under  which  the  township  of  Bloomfield  joined  in  the  construction  of 
the  main  outlet  sewer  being  built  by  the  city  of  Orange,  also  contains 
provisionsjfor  the  construction  of  local  sewers  and  drains. 

Section  2,  provides  that  the  Township  Committee  may  procure 
surveys,  plans,  and  ’-estimates  by  competent  engineers  and  mechanic?  • 
sufficient  to  'demonstrate  ’a  "practicable  and  efficient  system  of  sewage 
and  drainage  for  such  township,  including  the  disposition  of  house 
sewage  and  waste. 

Section  3,  provides  that  the  Township  Committee  whenever  in 
their  opinion  the  public  good  demands  it,  may  by  ordinance,  cause 
sewers  and  drains  to  be  constructed  in  any  part  of  such  township,  and 
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may,  if  necessary,  take  and  appropriate  for  that  purpose  lands  and 
real  estate,  upon  making  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
as  provided  in  the  Act. 

Section  7,  provides  that  when  any  ordinance  shall  lie  passed  by 
the  Township  Committee  for  this  purpose,  further  proceedings,  which 
it  may  he  necessary  for  the  Township  Committee  to  take  to  carry  the 
work  to  completion,  may  be  by  resolution  and  not  by  ordinance, 

Section  ri,  provides  that  the  township  may  borrow  money  and 
issue  bonds  to  pay  the  cost  and  expense  of  these  improvements,  provided 
such  bonds  of  indebtedness  shall  not  cause  the  indebtedness  of  the 
township  to  exceed  at  any  time  ten  per  cent  ro  pi  r  cent )  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property  in  said  township  as  shown  on  the  duplicate 
of  assessment. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  which  I  have  recited  above  contemplate 
either  an  extended  system  of  sewage  or  a  limited  and  partial  system 
adapted  to  present  exigencies  and  conditions  in  our  township,  and  that 
Act  taken  alone,  regards  sewers  so  constructed  as  being  of  equal  bene¬ 
fit  to  the  township  at  large,  and  contemplates  that  the  entire  cost  ol 
such  sewers  shall  be  paid  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  by  annually  raising  a 
specific  sum  of  money  to  be  expened  in  constructing  sewers 

A  supplement  to  the  foregoing  Act  was  passed  April  2.  1885,  under 
which  the  Township  Committee  is  authorized  to  construct  sewers  from 
time  to  time  in  the  township  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  may  designate 
in  the  ordinance  which  the  committee  may  for  that  purpose  adopt  and 
pass. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  1S85.  provides  that  in  case  the  Township 
Committee  shall  he  of  the  opinion  that  the  construction  of  any  sewer  or 
drain  will  he  of  local  and  peculiar  benefit  to  the  property  in  the  vicinity 
they  may  apply  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in  which  said  town¬ 
ship  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of  three  disinterested  commis¬ 
sioners  who  shall  make  an  estimate  and  assessment  of  the  benefits  that 
any  lands  and  all  real  estate  in  the  vicinity  in  the  line  of  such  sewer  or 
drain  will  receive  by  the  construction  thereof. 

This  application  must  be  in  writing  to  the  Circuit  Court,  and  notice 
of  such  application  must  be  published  at  least  ten  days  previously 
thereto,  in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  county. '* 

The  commissioners  having  first  duly  sworn  to  make  a  just  and  im¬ 
partial  estimate  and  assessment,  shall  assess  upon  the  several  lots  or 
parcels  of  land  benefited  by  such  improvement,  a  sum  in  proportion  to 
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the  benefit  received  by  such  lots  or  parcels,  and  no  lot  or  parcel  shall 
be  assessed  more  than  it  is  benefited;  and  they  shall  present  without 
delay  to  the  said  court,  a  report  in  writing  of  such  estimate  and  assess¬ 
ment  which  must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners.  The 
court  will  then  direct  ten  days’  notice  to  be  given  by  advertisement  in 
some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  county,  of  the  time  and  place  at 
which  said  court  will  proceed  to  consider  their  report,  and  any  objection  • 
which  may  be  made  thereto;  and  the  court  has  the  power  to  revise  and 
confirm  their  report  with  or  without  alteration;, and  the  report  when 
confirmed,  determines  the  amount  and  validity  of  the  assessments. 

If  the  total  cost  and  expense  of  such  sewer  exceeds  the  aggregate 
amount  of  benefits  which  can  be  assessed  upon  private  property,  then 
the  excess  of  such  cost  and  expense  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the 
township  at  large,  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  by  raising  money  annually 
for  that  purpose. 

The  assessments  for  benefits  become  a  lien  upon  the  lands  respec¬ 
tively  assessed  from  the  date  of  confirmation  of  the  report,  and  are  due 
and  payable  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  township,  and  assessments 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  (6  per  cent.)  per  annum,  but 
may  be  paid  without  interest  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  after  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  commissioners’  report. 

A  further  supplement  to  this  law,  passed  March  i6»  1 886,  provides 
that  the  lands  may  be  sold  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  these  assess¬ 
ments  and  of  maintaining  the  lien  of  the  township  upon  the  property. 

Bonds  may  be  issued  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  sewer*  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  assessments  upon  the  property  specially  beuefitted  ma)~ 
be  applied  to  the  redemption  and  cancellation  of  these  bonds  or  anv 
part  of  them.
